TREATY OF WESTPHALIA, 1848. 

In order to appreciate the prov4sl'>n8 
and effects of tils treaty, Jt Is atlvlsiible 
that we oonaidor briefly the events 
wMdh led up to' It, commenoins with 
tUe sreat rerroautton popuJarty cntlol 
the ReforanatloB. 

^•VQqpaOïs;;»! the beginning of tli 
sixteenth century oonslated ot aorno 
atates looaefly held tosrefher In IJr 
Braptre.' '^'hlAh were eeektne bllndlyto' 
teidlse Oennaa nattonallty. Tlio polit l - 
<al • unrest aooompanylngr this move- 
meat* WUB furtti'er accontuatod by a 
tendency to resent assertions of Pnpal 
Authorttr; and added to this was f.he 
lendenoy on the part of the Emperor to 
fâTOB th« Stapirt>iirii: Interests. Thus 
a condition ot affaira was created 
which was quite fnvoruble to tiio on- 
couraaament. o* the new movonienl 
started by — or rather represented by 
— Mart'n Luther In 1617.- Th'n revolt, 
against certain doctrines and practices 
of the Rnmnn Cnthollc Church iflcolvcl 
conaidoiable support from , tho pi-lnoes 
of Nonhcrn Gennnny. The Protestants, 
as tiif:;.- were called, wore condemned 
for the attitude thay had takei: by the 
Diet of ' Aug-sbing. They fjrmert a 
lieaguo which aiarles V. defeated . i 
1547, but force ot circumstances obliged 
him to conclude the Treaty of Passon 
In 1552, by wihlch tho Protestants were 
temporarily given the right of free ex- 
ercise of their religion. Tho Diet whi -h 
wan to endeavor to find a suitable so- 
lution for the rcllelous difficulties, met 
at Augsburg In 1656 and framed arllc'es 
for the religious pacification of Clot ■ 
many. According to these articles 
each prince ' nilRht chooxn bctw 'en 
liUtheranism' and Cntholiclsm, and o 
rollBlon of a prinije was to be thnl of 
his poopl?. Any prolate on becomlji; 
Proteslant was ♦o'l-eslun Ills benefice — 
and subpocts of eccleslastlool' I'rinccs 
were lo enjoy rellgiaus liberty.. Th;) 
pence gave recognition to the I^uthcr- 
ana. It established a modus vivcndl 
between the adherents of tho old und 
new creeds, which soon proved to bo a 
precarious one. AToreovcr, while r-. 
llglous'' freedom was allowed il. t 
Tjutherans, no pro\islon was mado for 
the Calvlnlsts who had booomc numcr. 
Qus In Germany, and who were at 
%ilolcnt enmity with the Lutherans. Jn 
1608 tho Protestants, IneJied over «ome 
infringement of their rlgbts, formiHl a 
league for mutuni protection, called th» 
Evangelical Union, which was offset by 
the confederation formed In 1609 b 

^â^>llC8, and called the Tt )ly 
T.OftgliiK"''' When we consider th.at the 
Reformation broke down the theory of 
ft Holy Roman Empire, and put forward 
In Its place the Cormanlc Idea of in- 
dividual states, and bearing also I: 
mind fho state of turmoil which extslt d 
In sixteenth century Europe, It seeoa 
reasonable enough that the solvent for 
the main and 'many side Issues ahouM 
bo found In a general war. The ni;*- 
break came unexpectedly, at tho insti- 
gation of the Protestants, in ISIX, ->rvl 
spread ao rapidly that soon the greater 
part of Europe was convulsed In tlie 
scries of struggles called the Thlr y 
Years War — lasting from 1618 to 16<$.

Our Representative Elect 

While congratulating those who have recently been elected to 
the Students' Council, wc are determined that tbroagh no fault of 
î^rs/^yill there be any misunderstanding on their part as to the 
importance which attaches to their oHicc. It would certainly be a 
disappointment were we to find that any one of the members elect 
looked upon his election merely as an expression 6f popular regard 
which carried with it only a nominal responsibility. Such an attir 
ludc, and wc arc optimistic enough to merely considcr it as a hypo- 
thesis, would be incompatible witli manhood arid any realization of 
.he importance of .student affairs and the responsibility, involved in 
iheir maintenance. " 

" Each successful candidate, who is in any way worthy of the 
support which ha.s been tendered him at the polls, must take his 
. scat at the council table with a very keen appreciation of the fact 
that he is the mandatory of his electors. ^ 
, In /SO far as sectionalism is unknown to University politics — hour, 
and happily it is, we believe, accorded very little patronage— the BxaminaUoiu wll Uke place on the 
faculty representative is possibly not bound to adhere to the strict "econd floor, East Wlnr, Arts Build 
letter of a mandate Lssuing from his immediate clctcors. He is, 
none the less, morally responsible for the performance of functions 
which uninistakeably lie has been elected to perfofm. His man- 
date, while scarcely explicit, is far too comprehensible to be mis;- 
understood. I-'Iectcd by iiis faculty, he is none the less the repre- 
sentative of the student body which names an executive to admin- 
ister its affairs. The fact that a man stood for election and that 
!fe was elected presupposes tiic existence of duties and obligations, 
the performance .ind fulfilment of which have been entrusted to 
hifti. The mandate, jf only implicit, is none the less worthy of 
respect. 

Wc doubt if ever before in the history of McGill the adminis- 
tration of student affairs comprised .so much as it does to-dgy. 
There are heavy oblipratioiis. very real problems and j^j^il^^]]] 
liiiiitîe.s all of which demand the earnest con.sideration of the Coun- 
cil. ,\t this particular lime, therefore, the body of electors has 
some justification for expecting big things from this men who have 
by accepting election, tacitly Sicknowledged their responsibiiity for 
the proper administration of student affairs.

Interesting Address On This 
Work In Montreal Much 
Enjoyed. 



The fourth UMtlnc o( the Home 
«économies Club wu held In Room 307 
of tbe MkId Bulldlnc last nisbt at 6.45 
and prorwl exMedlniljr intereatinr. 
The meetlns waa opened br * mIo by 
Mlaa H. Horner, accompanied bjr Mlaa 
V. Zeederbcrc .which was rbannlnKly 
rendered and the sanic aa an encore 
"Birth of the Mom." Then Mlas 
UarknesB, chairman In the absence of 
the president Misa Grace McQuat, In- 
troduced the speaker, Miss Boldus. 
who Is an old Macdonald graduate. 
Her talk wan on tho Unlveralty Settle* 
ment of Montreal, founded by McOllJ. 
•She commenpcd by doftning ^ttlc- 
ment. A social settlement is a place 
of residence where tbe poor have so- 
cial activlUes. brlnstni about relations 
of those bf higher education and tho 
less fortunate. In the early stages 
of the Settlement Work. Professor Day 
was the male Bpirit. He started the 
work by banging up a card outside 
bta room, saying "Any girl or boy may 
cone to play with us to-night," and 
of the 63 children who came that night 
—it would be intercstlng to know that 
three tenths arc still mcnibcra. 

In 1912 this Settlement was organ- 
ised and incorporated In Montreal. It 
was situated at 179 Dorchester street 
West— the top floor Is reserved for 
residence and workers. When the 
SctUemcnt Kiadually enlarged two 
houECH were bought on St Ooorge 
utrect, used tor resldeftcea and the one 
on Dorchester street became the work- 
shop only. -Hero tbey do all sorts 
of work— H was here that public 
drinking fountains were Inaueurated 
and later the work waa taken over by 
the Municipal Ooromment. Miss 
Bolduc pointed out that the poor wore 
just as fond of cleanllnesa as the rich, 
but it is. difficult, to keep clean in two 
by four rooms— when large families 
'.nhabtt' them. These setOements 
opened up public bathing facilities.

When noon came two 
Visitors haj^rrlved for lunch and had 
to bo shown over tbe entire house, 
which had to bo all cleaned and treat- 
ed cordially. Directly after lunch 
112 children arrived for different 
classes— and were allowed to romp 
around— as tho Settlement believes In 
iUilfrexprcsslon and they do not Inter- 

.fefo with their' fun and noise. There 
was a Board dinner at 6.46 p.m. and 
at 7.10 tbe Boy ScouU were all wait- 
ing outside the door making an aw- 
ful noise, waiting to be examined for 
certain badges. At. 7.16 both girls 
and *'< B Bt ('WP^^ *<* ^ usual danées. 
Then SruMX it the door and a report 
that the furnace was going to blow up. 
Of course this caused Just confusion. 
Then three clubs arrived unexpectedly 
and had to hold their meetings In tho 
laundry and private offices. At 10 

. o'clock the Board members decided to 
Join In with dance and the guests did 

, not depart until 13 o'clock. Tho 
eucats wero made up of boys from the 
notorious Star Stables, but were great 
workers, and under the supervision of 

• the head, did all the senrlng and mak- 
ing of the refresbmentii and stayed 
until 2 a.m. cleaning up after. They 
even scrubbed tbe floors and washed 
the dishes. This ended a usual day in 
thé Settlement, not mentioning, the 
usual Klndergar(en Class always held 
In the iLm. ïhe .Milk SUUon— which 
gave out 706 «gallons. In the month of 
November. They also look after 
stray people in need of medical or any 
other advice. There la a cooking 

^competition held for mothers every 
week— three dances every week— thoy 
have pool tables and all Korts of 
amusements. But there is one place 
in which tho Settlement falls down- 
that is that they cannot (Ind sufficient 
interest In their classes for the girls 
as they haven't proper equipment 
There are only five girls' clubs to 27 
"boy's clubs. 

The s«'tticint.Dt licikvc.'i In Demo- 
cracy, and strive to teach democracy 
for tbe good of all. And because of 
the presence of a Settlement, In these 
neighborhoods the people have more 
color In thoir lines and are able to 
iindcrotnnd bolter the upper classra. 
The .'^ettlcnifnt ixoplo arc Irylijf; to 
rlo without lhln;:ii to givo these un- 
fortunates tho necessities In life and 
what can we do to help them?

General Treatise On the 
Studies In the Several 
Yean At Mac. 



A short time ago there appeared an 

InterejitinR article In a college paper 
on "Realization in a College Career,' 
dwelling on the fact that during a 
college ooorse much time and money 
wero Idled away with little application 
in realising tbe general 'ends of stu- 
dies pursued. It is a fact quite evi- 
dent that many students do not realize, 
until late In the college career, to 
what end the aubjocts studied lead to 
or in other words. In what way does 
the oolloge course fit a man in Uking 
up business activttles. 

At present at Macdonald Agricul- 
tural College there Is some realization 
In the importance of studies for lec- 
tures have ceased since Monday, and 
tbe whole student body is burning the 
"midnight oil" in preparation tor tho 
mid-term examinations which begin 
tho coming Friday, and eontinue for a 
week. 

But for all there is some under- 
standing as to agricultural education 
here, to the average outsider there is 
little. When one suggests that he is 
a student at an' -agricultural college 
the average person thinks that thiç 
means studying farming. It is to a 
lage extent, for agricultural education 
la based largely on farm practices, but 
it is more than that for sdentlHc agri- 
culture embodies a large group of 
scleinces which are also taken up in 
other professions. 

For the benefit of outsiders who may 
he interested in studies taken up at an 
agriciiltural college we will briefly 
review some of the 2nd, 3rd and 4th 
year subjects listed in tbe coming 
exams. 

The first year is similar to that of 
the second year, but it Is more of a 
general Introduction to the solenee of 
agriculture, at the same tlnw embody- 
ing sciences such as chemistry, phy- 
sics and mathepiatlcs. In the second 
yçar the anhnal husbandry work in- 
cludes both practical Judging of all 
classes of live etoek as wall as the 
care, feed and manacement of theee 
animals. •n U ify ^ t ot combining 
practice and iKcoiy^ts also applied In 
ture and Ponltrj, Cereal Hnshandrr, 
Hortlculturo and Agricnlturml Engi- 
neering. Further ezama are listed 
under Agricultural Chemistry, Phy- 
sics. Oeaetics, Botany, VeUnary Sci- 
ence, E<iu1isb and Manual training. 

The Juniors or third year work is 
of a much more scientific nature. Be- 
fore Christmaa they have nine examl- 
naUons listed aa ftollowa: Chemistry, 
Physics, Botany. Entomology, Bacter- 
iology, Geology. Genetics, English and 
Animal Judging. Before Christmas 
the Botany is a study of plant mor- 
phology, in Entomolog}' the anatomy 
of Insects, the Bacteriology is con- 
fined to study of milk organisms, 
while the EngUih includes a course 
In public speaking as well as a study 
of selections from English literature. 

The final year exams show evidence 
of specialisation In the following 
lines: Animal Husbandry, Cereal Hus- 
bandry. Horticulture and selective 
work In Agricultural Chemistry, Bac- 
teriology, Entamology or Botany. 
Sometimes a combination of these Is 
chosen and is called a General option. 
Certain subjects such as English, Che- 
mistry, Physles, General Bacteriology 
are adherents to all options in tho 
fourth year. 

In the Animal option detfdled work 
Is taken up along rgri i^Slij and theo- 
retical llnea cmbraSli fflBStS^iife ement. 
Judging and feeding oii^^^^ttses of 
live stock. Cereal men make a abe- 
cial study of all farm crops Including 
grains, grasses, clovers,- corn and 
roots, and pay particular attention to 
a study of soils. All fruIU, their 
growth, culttare, management along 
with market gardening and bees are 
studied by those specializing In HorU- 
culture. 

Tho first t\so years are a course In 
themselves with more attention given 
to the practical side, while those who 
take the other two years make a moro 
specialized 'study ot the sclentlfle 

side. . y

HISTORIANS HEAR 
PAPERS ON TREATIES 



How the Right Road Lightens the Load 



THE three illiutrationa above are 
reproduced from actual photo- 
V grapba taken on tiie Toronto^ 
Hamilton highway- 

They tell an interestinc stoiy^ 
tiiéy indicate clearly farmers 
proat by the use of a highway which 
entails minimam tractive ^ort. 

Near Clarkson an old-style road 
coimects the railwhy siding with the 
concrete highway. Over this old-style 
> road the farmers of the neighborhood 
must haul their fertillger, after un- 
loading it from the cars on the siding. 
That bit of old-style road is a qtiarter 
of • nule stretch which tesU the 
strength of the strongest team, pulling 
one waggon load of four tons. 



Illustration No. 1, shows one wag- 
gon load' already arrived on the con- 
crete and left there whilis the former 
goes back with his team for a second 
load; , 

< Iq Illustration No. 2 we see him 
hitching the two waggons together. 

In Illustration No. 3, we find him' 
hauling the two waggons with the one 
team— 8 tons— easily hauled on the 
concrete of the highway, as compared 
with the 4-ton load which his team 
could barely pull on thé road adjoin- 
ing the concrete. 

The excessive tractive effort re- 
qtiired to haul over an earth road or a

equivalent to tbe combined energy of 
many thousand horses daily. 

It has been established by careful 
engineering tests that every ton of 
freight or produce hauled over an 
earth or gravel road requires a tractive ' 
effort of 218 pounds. 

Twenty-eight pounds will move the 
same load at the same speed over a 
concrete road. 

Thus we get a clear>loss of tractive 
effort of 190 potmds to eveiy ton 
hauled on an old-style road. 

Power-waste is increasing in Can- 
ada, as our farm tonnage grows. This 
lôss can be checked by the immediate 
building of permanent, power-saving 
highways of concrete.

In the second iieried, Oempark. 8<n- 
ported by Holland and Englaxid. threw 
heraelf into the struggle on tho side of 
German Protaetanttsm. This po'iod 
of war also proved disastrous to tl,-' 
Protestant allies, and Denmark was 
obliged to cooBlude a treaty (lt2Il) and 
withdraw from tbe struggle. By the 
Edict of Restitution. In 1629, Emper>r 
Ferdinand rcetotBd to the Catholics all 
the eecleslastlcal lands and offices in 
Northern Qennany which had been 
taken by the Protestants, In vloIaMon 
of fbe tenos of the Peace of Augsburg. 
This decree was of course obnoxious 
to the Protestants, and it wajs clear tha 
11 could be enforced only by war. 

The third period of the war, known 
as tfie SwedlVh period, beyiyi in 191 • 
whono Oustavus Adolphus ot Sweden 
joined in tbe struggle, being desirous 
on the one hand to promote the in- 
terests, of - Protestantbmi, and on^t'ie 
other hand to promote his own Ir.'- 
terests by securing the control of the 
Baltic. For a time tho Swedes wwa 
victorious on all sides, but later nvt- 
fered severe defeat. They dee'ded. 
how^ever, to continue the struggle,' arid 
the last phase of the war resolved Itself 
Into a contest between Sweden, sitP' 
ported by France, a«alnst Anstrlo. The 
combined attacks, on the whole wero 
victorious — and Just as the troops of 
Sweden, Bavaria and France wero<pre- 
pared for an advance upon Austria, 
word came that tbe Peace of Weat- 
phalia had been concluded and that th» 
thirty years of warfare had come to ac 
end. Strictly speaking, the term 
f'Trcnty of Westphallo," is a collective 
name given to two treaties conctu.tsd 
on the mme date (1) between tbe Em- 
plrn nnU I'rnnce at Munster;, and (2) 
between the Empire and Sweden and 
tbe ProtesUnt States at Osnabnik. 

Tbe actual circumstances which pre- 
ceded tha shiming of t1ie two trcatlou Ir. 
1«18 are worth noting. As rcoly a.» 
1G3G negotiations had been opened at 
Cologne at the'lnslonoe of the Pope 
supported by tho seigniory at Venice, 
but these fulled owing to the disincline 
tlon of niehelleu to stop tho progr* i 
of the French arms against tho bo-wc 
of Austria,, and to tho refusal of Swe- 
den to treat with the Papal legate. Iti 
the following year the. agents of t! e 
Bmporor began to negotiate at llnm- 
burc with Sweden, though tho media-, 
tlon of tho King of Denmark 'was 
rejected, and the dlMussioa dragged on 
for yearn without result In the mean- 
time the hew Emperor (Ferdinand III) 
proposed that the Peace of Prague 
shouM be cxtomlcd to Include tho wools' 
empire, on the liasis of amnesty, fron: 
which, however, those Protestait 
states which were still leagued . wit.i 
foreign powers were to 1)c excluded.

apart A preliralnary treaty embody l ig 
this proposal was, conoluded between 
tho representatives of the Emperor, a'ld 
France and Swvdcfi.

The oonsititutiottal changes made by 
the treaty'had fàr-t«ac4)ing effests. 
The territorial sovcrclRnty of the states 
of the Empire was Tccosrnlzed. Tl.cy 
were empowered to contract treaties 
with one another and with foreign 
powers, provided ihiat the EJrnperor and 
Empire suffered no projudicéi' By. tl *.< 
and other changes tho princes of tbe 
^Empire became alwolutc noverolgns 
in their own d.omiotons. Tho Emperor 
and Diet were left with a mere shadov/ 
of their former power. * The 'Emv^vjt 
could not pronounce tbe ban of the 
Empire without the consont of th.- 
DIot. 

Not only was the central authority 
almost entirely replaced ' by' tho 
Koverelgnty of about, 700 princes, but 
tho power of tlio Empire was mati-.H-.tlly 
w«U<cncd Jn other ways. It lost, about 
40,000 square miles' of territory,, and 



Tho propositions of peace brouirht 
forward by France and Sweden were 
under dlsetisslon till well on la 1646. 

The settlement of religions matters 
took roughly two years, from 1646 
1648. The treaty was signed at Sfun- 
ster by the members of both conven- 
tions on October '94 tb, 164iS — ratifica- 
tions Were later exchanged — and a 
FiOipal protest was disregarded. 

The results wero dotcrmlnod In the 
first place by the suppbrt.glvcn to oarh
